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The History of Tornadoes In Ohio 


Saturday, March 31, 1973 
Course of Action Needed 


The activity of the North V ietnam ese in 
South Vietnam during the last two months 
suggests the United States m ay be confronted 
w ith 
an 
u n p leasan t 
situ atio n 
in 
the 
foreseeable future. 
The President and the Congress m ay have 
to decide whether they want to involve U.S. 
air power in Vietnam if the North Vietnam ese 
violate term s of the cease-fire agreem ent. 
And there is increasing reason to suspect the 
North Vietnamese are preparing for another 
m ajor offensive designed to conquer South 
Vietnam. 
Reports of im pressive progress on a new 
network of m ilitary roads running into South 
Vietnam from the north and new roads from 
Laos eastw ard, the near completion of an oil 
pipeline into the battle zone, the moving into 
South Vietnam of deadly artillery pieces with 
an accurate range of 27 miles, elim ination by 
capture of government outposts, and the 
buildup of a powerful tank force do not in­ 
dicate a resum ption of guerrilla w arfare but 
rath er a conventional type offensive. 
THESE ACTS BY 
the North Vietnam ese 
certainly do not indicate a desire for con­ 
tinued peace but rather strongly suggest their 
desire to aggress and conquer rem ains un­ 
dim inished, if not heightened, by the prospect 
of finally achieving their long-held goal of 
conquest after the U.S. presence has been 
rem oved from South Vietnam. 
When Henry Kissinger was asked by a 
newsman if the United States would ever 
again send troops into Vietnam if the peace 
treaty was violated and the International 
Commission of Control 
and Supervision 
proved ineffective, he replied: 
“I don’t want to speculate on hypothetical 
situations that we don’t expect to arise.” 
Assuming that the President’s adviser did 
not want to rock the boat at the time of the 
cease-fire agreement by answering such a 
hypothetical question, ensuing developments 
have tended to make it necessary for someone 
to answer the question. 
The President has made some statements 
which could be considered threats to Hanoi if 
North Vietnam continues its violations of the 
cease-fire agreement. But would it be wise for 
him to involve our Air Force in renewed 
warfare if it risked plunging the country into

the kind of traum a experienced during the 
- conflict just term inated? 
Would it not be better for Congress, as of 
right now. to debate the course of action the 
United States should take in the event of a 
m assive Communist attack throughout South 
Vietnam? 
If such an attack comes, reaction should be 
within m inutes and hours. If Congress h a d ( 
considered this eventuality, debated it and 
voted on a course of reaction, the President 
would have a clear-cut guideline from the 
representatives of the people to assist him in 
the decision he would have to m ake. 
Such an action by Congress would put the 
Com munists on notice as to what they could 
expect if they chose to resum e the war in total 
disregard of th e ' term s of the ceasefire 
agreem ent which they signed before a world 
television audience. It m ight deter them. 
RATHER THAN SEE a resum ption of the 
bitter, hategen eratin g split between doves 
and hawks in America — over whether the 
United States should ignore what North 
Vietnam does or (kies not do in the fur­ 
therance of its goals, or respond m ilitarily to 
a m assive assault by the North Vietnam ese — 
Congress should take up the m atter now and 
ham m er out its position dem ocratically. 
If this w ere done and if w ar broke out again, 
it no longer could be labeled one m an’s w ar 
but would be Congress’ w ar and, due to the 
dem ocratic process, our (the people’s) war. 
Congress has been unhappy about the 
erosion of its power. H ere is an opportunity 
for it to exert its power. 
What do we do if the North Vietnam ese 
renew the war? 
Congress should tell us and tell them in 
unm istakable term s and as soon as possible.

During the period 1953-1972. 
Ohio averaged slightly less 
than 12 tornadoes a year. For

period, the average num ber 
of tornadoes in Ohio’s neigh­ 
boring states was 23 in In­ 
diana. 5 in Kentucky, 13 in 
Michigan. 6 in Pennsylvania, 
and I 
in W est V irginia. 
Tornadoes approach from all 
directions; however, in Ohio. 


about 90 per cent of all torna­ 
does com e from the south­ 
w est, 
w est-southw est, 
or 
west. 
REPORTS P F 
Ohio tor­ 
nadoes prior to 1875 are es­ 
pecially ra re due, no doubt, to 
the lack of adequate report­ 
ing system s 
and 
records. 
Geauga County has the ear­ 
liest reported tornado in the 
state (August 1804). 
Official records list only 21 
Ohio tornadoes between 1804 
and 1875. From 1875 through 
1899. 150 Ohio tornadoes were 
recorded while just over 420 
tornadoes have been reported 
in Ohio since 1900. 
It w asn’t until the early 
1950 s with the establishm ent 
of the Severe Local Storms 
Unit of the National Severe 
Storms Forecast Center (Na­ 
tional W eather Service), that 
m ore 
ex ten siv e 
data 
on 
tornado o ccu rren ces w ere 


l l 


collected and processed For 
this reason, tornado statistics 
for the period 1953-1972 were 
utilized in this study. 
METEOROLOGICAL rec 
ords for the period 1953-1972 
show that there were 235 tor­ 
nadoes in Ohio. Columbiana 
County listed 3; Mahoning 4 
for this period. There were no 
tornado occurrences during 
Decem ber and January. 
In Ohio, about 70 per cent of 
all tornadoes occur between 
April I and July 31. For the 
20-year period, there were 47 
tornadoes in both April and 
May, 36 in June, and 34 in 
July. Nearly three out of 
every four Ohio tornadoes 
touch ground between 2 and

H ow ever, 
tornadoes may occur at any 
tim e of day or night. 
As m any as 32 tornadoes 
have been reported within the 
state in a single year (1965).

The greatest num ber of 
tornadoes in the shortest time 
span 
occurred

April 12, 1965. During these 5 
hours, 12 tornadoes resulted 
in 57 deaths, m ore than 300 
injuries, and $41 million in 
property dam age. 
Tornadoes w ere responsi­ 
ble for 101 deaths in Ohio over 
the 20-year period. The most 
pernicious m onth was April 
1965 with 57 fatalities. The 
total num ber of tornadoes in 
Ohio by counties is 272. 
During the 20 years under 
investigation, there were 24 
tornadoes w hich touched 
down in m o re than one 
county Only 7 of Ohio’s 88 
counties have failed to record 
at least one tornado since 
1953

‘‘I am sick and tired of this 
whole degrading, dam aging 
stereotype that w riters such 
as you nave perpetrated on 
the Italian-Am erican. It is in­ 
su ltin g , 
d efam ato ry 
and 
downright cheap.” 
NOW THE MAIN problem 
for w riters when discussing 
the Mafia is that while all 
Ita lia n -A m e rica n s a re not 
m em bers of the Mafia, ALL 
m em bers of the Mafia are 
Italian. The anger of the de­ 
cent. hard-working Italians 
should be directed against the 
Mafia and not the people who 
w rite about them. 


The solution to the prob­ 
lem, as I see it, is that the 
Mafia has to open its m em ­ 
bership to other ethnic groups 


regardless of sex, creed, re ­ 
ligion or color. 
For as long as the Mafia 
has been operating in the 
United States, it has been lily­ 
white and open only to m ales 
of Italian extraction. This not 
only is un-American but is in 
violation of the federal law. 
If the Mafia were just a 
social club, they would have 
every right to say who should 
and should not belong. But it 
is a proved fact that the 
Mafia is engaged in interstate 
com m erce and is a profit- 
m aking organization dealing 
with the public. 
IT IS TIME the m em bers 
of the syndicate open their 
doors to women and blacks 
and people of Irish, Jew ish, 
Polish and Germ an descent. 
According to all statistics, 
the Mafia runs the biggest 
business in the United States. 
If this is so, then they should 
be subject to the Equal Op­ 
portunities Act. 
The Mafia has m aintained 
that they could not run their 
e n te rp rise s 
except 
w ith 
Italian help. This is a 19th- 
century idea which has been 
passed down to the present 
Mafia 
families.

By opening the Mafia to 
non-Italian blood, I honestly 
believe the Mafia would be 
doing

ideas, in sp ired lead ersh ip 
and youthful vigor that the 
organization so badly needs. 
Why does a godfather al­ 
ways have to be the head of a 
Mafia fam ily? What would be 
wrong with having a god­ 
mother? 
The Mafia will tell you, 
‘‘This is the way we’ve al­ 
ways done it.” 
BUT TIMES 
are chan­ 
ging. Everyone wants and de­ 
serves a piece of the action. 
There is no room any m ore in 
this country for an under­ 
world organization that dis­ 
crim inates against a person 
because he is not of Italian 
origin. 
Although the Mafia is prob­ 
ably the greatest exam ple of 
free enterprise in this coun­ 
try, I think it’s tim e for the 
government to step in and 
say, “ If you w on’t h ire 
women, 
blacks, 
Mexicans, 
Indians or WASPS, then we’re 
going to close you down. That 
is the law of the land.” 


Price of Meat

Black Angus cows move 
across our quiet meadows, 
here in the Blue Ridge Moun­ 
tains. as slowly as shadows. 
as softly as dark seaweed in 
some great gray-green roll­ 
ing sea. Until this past year 
or so, local farm ers might 
have been better off investing 
in seaweed or shadows than 


.1 cows and calves. They 
have known hard times. Now 
they're 
solvent, 
and 
they 
want to stay that way. 
This is cattle country, and 
in some ways fairly typical 
cattle country. Virginia has a 
few large producers, dealing 
in thousands of anim als a 
year, but most of our live­ 
stock men are small opera­ 
tors. This is the picture else­ 
where. In the nation as a 
whole, an estim ated 250,000 
large producers account for 
80 per cent of the beef, but an ­ 
o th er 
1.7 
m illion 
farm 
fam ilies also earn their living 
on livestock. 
It has been, to put the 
m atter mildly, a very poor 
living. A typical sm all ra n ­ 


cher in the Southwest, ac­ 
cording to a recent study, 
netted only $327 in actual 
profits on his few head of 
cattle last year. A m ajor pro­ 
ducer in Idaho or Montane, 
according to the sam e re;' r 
netted $30,000 on an invest­ 
ment of $460,000 — a return of 
less than 7 per cent without 
taking his years of labor into 
account. 
IN RECENT MONTHS, as 
meat prices have increased, 
livestock p ro d u cers have 
begun to share in the general 
increase 
in 
disposable 
in­ 
come that city dwellers have 
been enjoying right along. 
These farm fam ilies a re 
getting a pleasant taste of 
new cars, color television. 
new furniture and electric 
appliances. Now they turn on 
the TV, and see that the wives 
of workers who m ake auto­ 
mobiles, furniture, and elec­ 
tric appliances are mounting 
a boycott on m eat in an effort 
to drive the price back down. 
My co u n try 
friends 
are 
burned up, and justifiably so. 
It is a curious notion, or so

Presbyterian-AAethodism

Although they stood almost 
across the street from each 
other in the sam e block, the 
two 
ch u rch es 
o p erated 
separately for 
years, 
one 
U nited P re sb y te ria n , the 
other United M ethodist., 
Then cam e the flood, and 
the havoc. 
‘‘When people endure such 
heartbreak, 
acceptance 
of 
the loss brings a special kind 
of freedom , a freedom from 
the p a st,” says the Rev. E. 
Allen Campbell. “ It freed us 
to 
think 
through 
m ore 
realistically what it m eans to 
be the church.” 
With that sense of release, 
the 
two 
denom inational 
congregations joined last fall 
after a June flood into a 
united Christian body in a 
grass-roots step that now is 
seen as the potential pattern 
for achieving unification of 
eight m ajor denominations in 
Am erica. 
The flood did huge property 
damage to the churches, and 
to homes of many members. 
They merged into a new 
“Church of Christ Uniting” — 
A 


the tentative nam e proposed 
for the m erger of the eight 
d en o m in atio n s. The local 
union also was based on the 
nationally drafted plan for 
interdenom inational 
union. 
The idea is to build the con­ 
nections “ from the bottom 
up, rath er than from the top 
down,” says the Rev. Dr. 
Paul A. Crow Jr., of P rin ­ 
ceton, 
N .J., 
g e n e ra l 
secretary of the Consultation 
on Church Union. 
That kind of local-level un­ 
ificatio n is happening in 
m any places these days, and 
when the Consultation m eets 
next 
week, 
April 
1-6, 
at 
Memphis, Tenn., it is e x ­ 
pected to give wider im petus 
to the process. 
Recomm endations 
have 
been 
draw n 
up 
for 
representatives of the eight 
denom inations to launch a 
netw o rk 
of e x p erim en tal 
“generating com m unities’’ — 
about 30 of them — to com ­ 
bine 
and 
sp ark

d ev elo p m en ts 
tow ard 
a 
nationally unified church. 
Denominations 
involved 
have a total of about 22 
million members.

Dr. 
R achel 
Henderline, an Austin, Tex., 
theology professor and head 
of a team that has analyzed 
about 8,500 responses to a 
draft plan of union, said they 
show clearly the churches 
want to move from “con­ 
versations about” 
to 
“ex­ 
perim ents in” united oper­ 
ations. 
Under the plan, the “gener­ 
ating 
com m unities” 
of 
congregations of various 
denominations would act as 
one, sharing worship, Holy 
Communion, fellowship and 
join in common projects of 
service for a specific period 
of time. 
“They would be demon­ 
stration com munities and 
would hopefully generate 
practical suggestions for 
formation of a future united 
Church,” Dr. Crow says. 
That sort of building un­ 
ification from the ground up 
already is spreading simulta­ 
neously in scores of cases in 
various ways — such as out­

c o n g r e g a t i o n a l 
mergers, sharing facilities 
and cooperative “clustering” 
for joint projects.

observed, beef would have 
been at $77. If beef prices had 
m erely kept pace with in­ 
creases in hourly pay in in­ 
dustry. the figure would have 
been $80. If the price on beef 
had followed the price of 
medical 
care, a producer 
would have been getting $179 
per hundredweight. Granted, 
meat prices are high today- 
com pared to meat prices a 
few years ago, but these are 
not the only com parisons that 
ought to be made. 
WHY DOES BEEF' cost so 
much? The answer lies, at 
bottom, in the inexorable law 
of supply and demand. 
Meat production has re ­ 
mained relatively stable, but 
thousands of families who 
couldn't afford sirloin steak 
in the past are how able, 
willing and eager to put steak 
on the table. Their cum ula­ 
tive dem and drives the price 
up. Other factors, of course, 
are involved — import con­ 
trols, price controls on other 
goods, even the im pact of the 
food stam p program . The 
basic factor is old-fashioned 
demand. 
The 
housewives’ 
boycott 
may produce illusory bene­ 
fits. 
T em p o rarily , 
m eat 
prices m ay be driven down; 
over the long haul, organized 
consum er resistance is bound 
to be self-defeating. Instead 
of responding to increased 
dem and by increasing their 
herds, 
livestock 
men 
will 
counter by keeping produc­ 
tion stable. The farm er has to 
have som e incentive for in­ 
creasing his investm ent and 
thus increasing his risk. The 
housewives, if they succeed, 
will take that incentive away. 


IF WE WILL BE patient, a 
satisfactory answer can be 
found in simply leaving the 
market alone. Even at to­ 
day’s prices, livestock produ­ 


cers are not getting rich. For 
a whole lot of hard work, 
they’re earning a little more 
money. In sim ple justice, who 
can fairly object to that?

to 
review som e of the worst 
tornadoes or outbreaks of 
tornadoes in Ohio’s histqj-y. 
June 28, 1924, between 4 and 
6 p .m ., 
th ree 
tornadoes 
moved across north-central 
Ohio just south of Lake Erie. 
The chief tornado formed 
over w ater a short distance 
northwest of Sandusky, ad ­ 
vanced into the northern por­ 
tion of that city, moved east­ 
ward across the Cedar Point 
peninsula, 
and then 
went 
back out over the main lake. 
The sto rm reach ed land 
again at Lorain. The path of 
destruction in Lorain n ar­ 
rowed eastw ard from 4,000 
feet at first to only about 500 
feet wide where it left the 
city. The entire path of the 
storm 
extended 
38 
miles, 
caused 85 deaths, 200 injuries, 
and over $32.4 million 
in 
property dam age. The rains 
drowned one person in Salem 
that night. 
On April 27,1943, between 7 
and 9 p.m ., a series of tor­ 
nadoes battered north-cen­ 
tral and north-eastern areas 
in Ohio. In Akron, 955 build­ 
ing units were dam aged or 
destroyed. A picture in an 
Akron new spaper showed a 
car that had been picked up 
and hurled into the second 
floor of a new home. Sta­ 
tistics from the storm show- 
three deaths, 21 injuries, and 
$9.55 
million 
p ro p erty 
dam age. 
MANY OHIOANS rem em ­ 
ber the devastating tornado 
that 
ra m p a g e d 
through 
Wood, 
S andusky, 
E rie , 
Lorain, and Cuyahoga Coun­ 
ties between 7 and IO p.m. on 
June 8, 1953. The twister left 
17 dead and approxim ately 
400 injured in its path. Nu­ 
m erous reports of hail up -.<tc 
I 1 2 inches in diam eter welf 
received. The storm resulted 
in $3.4 million in crop dam age 
and $19.3 million in property 
d am ag e. 
M ajor p ro p erty 
losses w ere in the Cleveland 
area. 
On April ll and 12, 1965, the 
series of 12 tornadoes m en­ 
tioned previously resulted in 
the m ost property dam age 
ever reported in a 24-hour 
period from such storm s in 
Ohio. Deaths and dam ages 
were 
especially 
heavy 
in 
some Toledo and Cleveland 
areas. 
On April 23, 1967, Ohio had 
its greatest num ber of torna­ 
does during 24 hours since 
April 
11-12, 
1965. Between 
1:56 and 4:55 p.m ., six tor­ 
nadoes 
re su lte d in 
nine 
deaths, 126 injuries, and more 
than $4 million in property 
dam age. The worst of these 
tornadoes occurred near Glen 
Este 
in 
Clermont 
County 
where one died and 29 were 
injured, and in a line between 
W heelersburg and Gallipolis 
where seven persons were 
killed, 92 injured, and about 
550 hom es 
destroyed 
or 
significantly damaged. 
Several areas in the vicin­ 
ity of tornadoes on April 23, 
1968 received hail as large as 
baseballs. 
On August 9, 1969, moving 
toward the east-southeast at 
50 miles an hour, a tornado 
first touched down 8 miles 
north-northeast of Cincin­ 
nati’s downtown areas. Last 
trace of the storm was near 
Williamsburg, 22 miles from 
first touchdown. Greatest 
damage and most injuries 
were 
from 
Hartwell 
to 
Reading. 
Total 
storm 
damage was set at $10 to $12 
million in Hamilton County 
and $200,000 in Clermont 
County. The twister left 1,500 
persons 
homeless. 
Four 
deaths and over 200 injuries 
were attributed to the storm.
